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CHASE OF SHOOTING SUSPECT COVERS 3 COUNTIES 


Pine Level woman shot during crime spree

A combined effort of surrounding 
law enforcement agencies lead to the 
arrest of 19-year-old Michacl Hena- 
gan of Route 2, Box 118, Brantley, 
Alabama. 

The crime spree started Friday 
night with the theft, by Henagan, of 
an automobile from Melinda Cook. 
The vehicle was recovered Saturday 
after it was wrecked near Brantley 

Late Sunday night, Henagan ap- 
parently stole a pick-up truck in 
Brantley which contained two pis- 
tols, a .22 Cal. and a .38 Cal. 

Later, Henagan confronted a 
friend and stated that he was going 
to kill Melinda Cook. Cook is an ex- 
girlfriend and had gone back to her 
husband, Micky Cook. 

Henagan went to the Cook resi- 
dence, located on Coffee Co. Rd. 
364 in the Pine Level Community, 
and allegedly shot her once in the 
back with a .22 Cal. pistol. 

He also allegedly fired several 
shots into the doub!e-wide mobile 
home which, at the time, was occu- 
pied by Micky Cook, ex-husband, 
and Ms. Cook’s four-year-old 
daughter. 

Mr. Cook attempted to take his 
ex-wife to Elba Gencral Hospital at 
which time Henagan rammed the 
rear of the car causing extensive 
damage but no injuries. 


Micky Cook was able to drive the 
car back to the home of Ms. Cook’s 
grandfather, Dasiel Kilcrease. From 
there, she was transported by a unit 
of the Elba Rescue Squad to Elba 
General Hospital for treatment and 
later transferred to Medical Center - 
Enterprise. 

Meanwhile, Henagan had 
wrecked the stolen truck in Cren- 
shaw County and fled on foot. Prior 
to wrecking, he had gotten gas in 
Opp and drove off without paying 
for it. 

Henagan apparently walked about 
three miles, still in Crenshaw 
County, and stole another truck be- 
longing to Kevin Kennedy. He drove 
the truck to Andalusia where he 
again got gas without paying for it. 

Andalusia police spotted the truck 
and gave chase but lost sight of the 
vehicle on a dirt road in the Red 
Level area. 

The truck, being driven by Hena- 
gan, was again spotted on Old 
Hwy. 106 in Covington County and 
a chase by Dozier and Red Level po- 
lice units was on. 

Henagan avoided a roadblock 
which had been set up by turning 
onto a dirt road off Hwy. 106. Pursu- 
ing law enforcement officers set up 
another roadblock on the dirt road. 
The fugitive stopped short of the 
roadblock and once again fled on 
foot into the woods.

The main item of business in 
New Brockton’s Town Council 
meeting Monday evening was the 
consideration of two new city ordi- 
nances, ; 

In the first ordinance read to 
council members, an increase in the 
tax on gasoline and diesel fuel from 
1 cent. to 2 cents was proposed. 


cil members that the tax increase 
would bring New Brockton in line 
with surrounding towns. 

The original 1¢ tax was levied in 
1930 and there has been no increase 
since then, 

According to Holley, the 1¢ tax 
generates approximately $7,500.00 
in revenue for the town. In theory, 
that figure should at least double. 

The other proposed ordinance 
deals with the town’s municipal 
court. 

Being in two parts, the ordinace 
first, abolishes the municipal court 
system presently being used by the 
town and secondly, places all laws 
and town’s ordinances under the jur- 
sidiction of the District Court of Cof- 
fee County. 

_ The first step in passing these two 
ordinances, gasoline tax and court 
system, was taken in Monday’s 
meeting by their reading. Council 
members will vote on and pass, 
should they see fit to do so, the ordi- 
nhances at their next regular meeting 
(September 13, 1993), 

ere was some concem ex- 
proves about imcreasing the gaso- 
line tax, but there seem to be com- 
plete agreement among council 
members conceming the abolishing 
of the municipal court.

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Shortly before midnight on July 
27, the House Armed Services 
Committee approved the first de- 
fense budget under the new Clinton 
administration, marking the first of 
five years of massive budget cuts to 
our national security programs. The 
new defense budget is some S10 
billion less than last year’s. 

Among the positive provisions 
of the 1994 Defense Authorization 
bill is the inclusion of the 2.2% pay 
raise for our service men and wom- 
en, the modernization of Army avi- 
ation programs like the Comanche, 
Blackhawk and Apache helicopters, 
and the construction of much- 
needed projects for military instal- 
lations in the Second Congressional 
District. 

Under the new defense bill, the 
Army Aviation Center at Fort 
Rucker will receive $42.6 million 
to continue mission growth. This 
includes funding for a_ badly- 
needed Soldier Service Center, a 
project which has been on hold for 
more than 10 years now, This facil- 
ity will replace 25 dilapidated 
World War II era buildings, origi- 
nally constructed for temporary 
use. The 50-year-old buildings cur- 
rently cost the Army $170,000 a 
year to maintain and $140,000 a 
year in utility costs. They also pose 
a health hazard as they contain as- 
bestos insulation material. 

The new defense bill also ap- 
proves the Army’s request to trans- 
fer to Maintenance Manager/ 
Maintenance Test Pilot Training 
program from Fort Eustis, Virginia 
to Fort Rucker. This consolidation 
effort has been long overdue and 
will result in an Army savings of

$6 million annually. If this transfer 
is ultimately approved, an addition- 
al 400 students will pass through 
Fort Rucker each year, while add- 
ing 56 full time instructors and 36 
aircraft. 

The Air University at Maxwell 
Air Force Base and the Standard 
Systems Center at Gunter Annex 
continue to play a vital role in our 
nation’s defense which is demon- 
strated by the eleven construction 
projects valued at $34 million in- 
cluded in this bill. Maxwell's 
much-needed runway extension 
and improvements project was au- 
thorized in last year’s defense bud- 
get, but we are still waiting on the 
final appropriations approval. The 
defense bill contains a provision in 
support of this project which would 
keep Maxwell in compliance with 
the Air Force’s mobility require- 
ments, enhance safety and enable 
the Guard and Reserve units to mo- 
bilize and deploy from Maxwell. 

While I am pleased with its pro- 
visions for the Second District, | 
am very concemed that this De- 
fense budget sets in motion some 
$127 billion in defense cuts over 
the next five years. To be sure, de- 
fense spending should be consid- 
ered in over all government spend- 
ing cuts if we are to manage the 
budget deficit. In my mind, howev- 
er, reductions of this magnitude in 
so short a period of time will do ir- 
reparable harm to our national se- 
curity capability. After all, we need 
to be aware that during this critical 
period of restless peace the post 
Cold War world is definitely not a 
safe one.

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Remembering 


With Jake 


I know that I am the only person 
in Elba that is alive and can tell the 
following. I don’t know of anyone 
that has ever told of the way life was 
in the carly years of the funeral busi- 
ness. I started assisting Comer De- 
Vane, and at times Hoechn Michel, 
when I was 15 years old. That was 
1935, Very few people would Ict 
their loved ones be removed from 
the home to be embalmed. We had a 
folding embalming board that we 
carried into the home and placed the 
body on it. It was low so we were 
forced to sit in straight chairs. We 
had at least two large suitcase type 
cases that we unfolded the sides and 
these contained the large glass, 
square bottles that were used for the 
disposable products that were the re- 
sult of embalming. All tools and the 
things that are today mechanized and 
electrical were hand operated. It was 
quite a difficult way to do it but that 
was the way people had to be intro- 
duced into embalm. We were payed 
$25 to embalming. Gradually we 
were allowed by some of the more 
modern minded people to Iet us 
bring the bodies to the funeral home. 
It made it much easier to be where 
you had a tall embalming table and 
what you needed close at hand. The 
family would come to the funeral 
home to select the casket and make 
the arrangements. We had two cas- 
ket rooms. One was for cloth cov- 
ered wooden caskets and the other 
metal caskets. We sold very few 
metal caskets. People were not that 
far removed from burying their own 
dead. Many did not have a suitable 
suit or dress for burial. We had a 
wooden case, I’m sure made by Sam 
Reeves, that had several boxes of 
suits and dresses. One size fits all. 
They were adequate for that era. No- 
body today would consider using 
one of them. The price of the cloth 
covered caskets depended on the 
hardware (handles) and the type of 
cloth including the interior cloth. 
None of them cost more than $250. 
The metal ones of course were more 
expensive, After the body was 
placed in the casket we had to take it 
home. It made no difference what 
type house. People of that day were 
afraid that their relatives and neigh- 
bors would think that they did not 
love them if they did not bring them 
home. We are all ‘creatures of hab- 
it”. Old habits are hard to break. I 
was a pioneer in trying to get them 
to leave the casket at the funeral 
home. It was a slow process. We had 
to get people to sit up at the homes 
of the deceased. Usually we would 


in the afternoon and stay until mid- 
night. Three more came at midnight 
and stayed until people started arriv- 
ing the next morning. Many times 
funerals were held from the home. 

On more occasions than I like to 
admit, I carried a casket into a house 
that had one fireplace and a couple 
of shed rooms. The floor boards had 
cracks so big that when you swept 
the floor the dirt went under the 
house. There would be one kerosene 
lamp that gave the only light unless 
it was cold weather and a fire was in 
the fireplace. 

Like most young boys of my 
times, I started smoking at 16 years 
old. You almost had to or fight. I did 
not like to fight. Those lamps that 
were giving enough light to see by 
were also a source of lighting a cig- 
arettc. All you had to do was place 
the cigarette in your mouth and place 
the end over the lit lamp. Two puffs 
and it was lit. Fascinating to me. I’m 
glad that I quit smoking many years 
ago. Nobody told me to do so, I re- 
member that they were $3.50 a car- 
ton when I quit. I can’t believer they 
are so much now and going higher. 
See--I’m not entirely stupid. 

Almost all funerals on up into the 
late 1940's did not cost more than 
$400, that included embalming, cas- 
ket, vault and all services. Of course, 
many of them were never paid for at 
all. You can not repossess a casket 
or vault. Grace Lee Ebert was Cof- 
fee County Welfare Director for a 
long time. Grace would call me and 
say “Jake, I am in trouble”. I knew 
what that meant. I was in trouble 
too. She had an indigent person to 
die and I was to handle the funeral, 
We kept flat topped caskets in the 
storage room for this kind of pur- 
pose. A box came with the flat top 
and I would get them buried. For this 
the Coffee County Commission paid 
Bonneau-Jeter the handsome sum of 
$25. 

I don’t recall the exact year but it 
was around the middle 1930's some 
brilliant person in Birmingham came 
up with the idea of selling burial in- 
surance, It was a great idea, Most 
people had trouble coming up with 
enough money to pay for a funeral 
and the funeral homes were delight- 
ed to be assured they would get 
some pay for their services, At first 
they sold a policy that called for em- 
balming the body, a cloth covered 
casket, suit or dress and all services. 
The funeral home was paid a modest 
sum for their services, The company, 
Brown-Service furnished the casket 
and dress or suit. They replaced

them as they were used. This caught 
on so well that they added a burial 
vault and for a small increase in pre- 
mium you could have a metal casket. 
Nearly every town had two funcral 
homes. Only one was under contract 
to Brown-Service. The other funcral 
homes had many friends and cus- 
tomers. This lead other insurance 
companies to be formed, Family Re- 
serve began to write burial policies. 
When they got big cnough and the 
independent funeral homes were get- 
ting too much business, that meant 
Liberty National, which had bought 
Brown-Service, had to buy them out 
to keep down the competition. Then 
Luguire formed a burial insurance 
company. It, with the help of the in- 
dependent funcral homes, also did 
well. When it got big enough. Liber- 
ty National bought them out. In to- 
day’s world, that could not happen. 
It was a clear case of forming a mon- 
opoly and that is forbidden by feder- 
al law. There was no Ralph Nader 
groups or other consumer protection 
groups in that day, The insurance 
company had a batter of lawyers on 
their payroll at all times to fight any 
case that would prevent them from 
getting richer and richer. The funcral 
homes had fought long and hard for 
many years but finally had to face 
the fact that they had lost. Leon A, 
Boyd, II had Boyd Funeral Home in 
Enterprise. James Wood had Wood 
Funeral Home in Troy. Bonneau- 
Jeter was in Elba. It was the same in 
Opp, Andalusia and all over the 
state, competition was eliminated. 
We had Emergency Aid and South- 
ern Benefit Insurance Companies in 


‘Elba that wrote some burial policies 


but never enough for the big compa- 
ny to worry about buying them. Bu- 
rial policies in force enabled the in- 
surance agents to have access to 
homes where they sold cash policies 
and made the L-N Company even 
wealthier. The company then started 
not honoring the vault and burial 
policics as they were written. They 
instructed the funeral homes to give 
you credit towards the funeral you 
were now going to buy instead of 
having a nice funeral that had been 
paid for in your policy. I am sure 
that many people that are younger 
than I am, and lots older than me, 
that have PAID UP vault and burial 
policies, which have been put away 
for any number of years, that is not 
what we were told when they were 
purchased. 

As that old country song about 
the man who lost his woman said, 


ask at least three people to go in late + Sh¢,,80t the gold mine--I got the 


shaft”. Liberty National is now part 
of Torch Mark. That is a holding 
company that is the biggest company 
in the Southeastem United States of 
America. Hayes Funeral Home is not 
responsible for any of this. They are 
a little cog in the big wheel. They 
just do business with the insurance 
company. If I were Charlie, I would 
remove the “Brown-Service” under 
the Hayes name out front. It certain- 
ly is no longer an asset. 

By the way. It is hard to believe. 
We have now become accustomed to 
having funeral services at Hayes 
Chapel. I told of how hard it was to 
get people to change. Once they do, 
it sure becomes a habit in a hurry. 
Hayes had Elba’s first chapel and 
that was when the Hayes Funeral 
Home was built on the hill in 1969, I 
trust this has been enlightening.

Two important new policies have 
been adopted by the Board of Educa- 
tion and will be enforced this year.

Elementary 
children (grades K-6) will be al- 
lowed to use bookbags or book 
satchels as in the past. The new pol- 
icy also states that no gang related 
items, clothing, or paraphernalia will 
be allowed on campus, including 
boys’ earrings, flags or symbols of 
known hate groups, and other com- 
monly known symbols identified 
with violent groups. School officials 
hope all parents will join in the ef- 
fort to assure an environment con- 
clusive to good learning experience 
in the Elba schools.

IS GOD DEAD? 


‘As the Lord of hosts 
liveth, before whom I 
stand...” (I Kings 18:5). 

Is God dead? According 
to the above passage He 
certainly was not dead to 
Elijah, who knew Him 
intimately as the living 
God. The prophet had 
used similar phraseology 
on a previous occasion 
when he had declared to 
the wicked King Ahab: 
“As the Lord God of Israel 
liveth, before whom I 
stand, there shall not be 
dew nor rain these years, 
but according to my word” 
(I Kings 17:1). 

Elijah’s prediction came 
true. For three years and 
six months there had been 
no rain nor even dew in 
Israel. Rivers and brooks 
were drying up. The land 
lay parched and cracked in 
the sun. , There were no 
crops, nor any grazing 
land for the cattle. They 
had been dying like flies. 
The king himself had been 
brought down from his 
throne to search for a bit 
of green grass along the 
remaining streams “to 
save the horses and mules 
alive,” lest they “lose all 
the beast.” The king’s 
humiliation had in turn 
enraged the haughty 
Queen Jezebel, so that she 
hated Elijah with a deep 
and bitter hatred. Indeed, 
so bitterly was the prophet 
hated by Ahab himself,

that the king had sent far 
and wide to find Elijah 
and had.not given up until 
he had taken oaths from 
the heads of the surround- 
ing nations that he was 
not to be found. 

It was under these cir- 
cumstances that “the 
Word of the Lord came to 
Elijah...saying, Go show 
thyself to Ahab...” (1 Kings 
18:1). God was about to 
use the prophet to publicly 
expose the sham and 
impotence of Jezebel’s god, 
Baal. 

As the prophet went to 
look for Ahab he met 
Obadiah, the governor of 
the king’s house, and said: 
“Go tell thy lord, Behold, 
Elijah is here” (I Kings 
18:8). Obadiah shuddered 
at these words and begged 
Elijah not to make him go. 
He knew the intense 
hatred which the king har- 
bored toward Elijah and 
he feared that, while he 
went to convey the news, 
the Spirit of God might 
take Elijah away to some 
other place. 

It was now, when it 
meant far more than it 
had meknt three and a 
half years before, that 
Elijah replied: “As the 
Lord of hosts liveth, 
BEFORE WHOM I STAND, 
I will surely show myself 
unto him today” (I Kings 
18:15).

Cypress wood should be 
allowed to dry for one year belore it 
is used. This assured that the wood 
will not warp or shrink after it is 
used 

The top must be cut to the desired 
thickness, usually about an inch and 
a half. The base is also cut with a 
saw after carefully measuring with a 
tape measure to get the desired 
height. This height is normally about 
15 inches. A carpenter's level is 
used to make sure the table is level 
A piece of plywood should be cut to 
be used as a stabilizer. The size ol 
this depends upon the size of the ta- 
ble top being used. For this particu- 
lar top the plywood was cut to cight 
and three quarters by cleven and one 
half inches. A wood chisel is used to 
scrape the bark off the edges of the 
cypress to prevent pecling later on. 
This is done by carefully tapping the 
chisel with a hammer on the edges 
of the top and by using a wire brush 
on the cypress stump, 

They wood is now ready for 
rough sanding using a disc sander. 
The disc sander smooths out the 
larger imperfections in the wood. 
The finish sander is then used to get 
an almost glass-like finish on the 
wood. 

Next, holes should be drilled so 
that the base can be attached to the 
top. For this, a drill and drill bit are 
needed. 

The wood is now ready for the 
first coating of 2 part epoxy urcthane 
plastic. A sheet of plastic should be 
placed on the work table before the 
urethane is brushed on in order to 
prevent damaging the work table and 
to prevent small foreign particles 
from getting on the cypress table. 
The epoxy urethane plastic is a mix- 
ture of a hardener and a resin, which

A SUMMER FLOWERING TREE 

When people think of summer 
flowering trees, the one that com- 
monly comes to mind is crape myr- 
tle. Crape myrtles are wonderful 
trees an deserving of their reputa- 
tion, but we can diversify our land- 
scape palette. An exceptional uce 
that would add some special, atten- 
lion-getting color to your summer 
gardens is the Chinese Flame Tree. 

The Chinese Flame tree (Koelrcu- 
teria bipinatta) is closely related to a 
more familiar tree, the Goldenrain- 
tree (Kocelreuteria paniculata). Flow- 
ers of Chinese Flame trees are 12 to 
24 inches long and are displayed in 
late August. 

Flame trees have a finer-textured 
leaf than goldenraintree and ofter a 
colorful surprise in the fall. Those 
familiar with the papery seed cap- 
sules of goldenraintree know that 
their color progresses from green to 
yellow to a dull brown. The seed 
pods of the Flame tree are pink pa- 
pery capsules, These pink glowing 
lanterns last for 3 to 5 weeks and can 
be cut, dried, and used in arrange- 
ments for several years. 

During its formative years (2-3 
years), the Chinese Flame looks as il 
you are growing a stick or a fishing 
pole during the winter months. Large 
fern-like, doubly compound Icaves, 
which look branches to many peo- 
ple, drop off during the winter, leav- 
ing a conversauion piece of a 1-inch 
diameter stick. 

If you can tolerate the gangly 
growth of the early years of the Chi- 
nese Flame tree, you will be reward- 
ed in later years with a landscape 
treasure. By the third year, some 
branches will appear at a height of 5 
to 8 feet, This is a nice natural fea- 
ture for urban trees which have to be 
limbed-up to this height anyway, 
Flower panicles usually extend dur- 
ing this same year 

You can also let the nursery take 
you past the early growth stages and 
buy a 3- to 4-year-old uee that ts 
ready to strut its plumage. If you 
want the flowers to be at eye level, 
plant the uee at the bottom of a hill 
so that when the wee crests the hill, 
the flowers are paraded in front ol 
you, Full sun is required for best re- 
sults 

rhe Chinese Flame wee 1s just 
one of the trees that can offer diver- 
sity and summer color to landscapes. 
Don’t get in a rut with your plant se 
lections.

The Elba City Council voted 


Monday night to begin enforcing 
city and state laws on abandoned 
homes and empty lots. 

Operations Officer Henry Clark 
reports there 49 homes and 27 va- 
cant lots which are in violation of 
existing laws. The city is getling a 
lot of complaints on these properties, 
according to Clark. He explained 
that it has been three years since the 
flood and some owners are doing 
nothing about repairing or removing 
flood damaged houses.

Mr. Clark told council members 
city hall was willing to work with 
any of these property owners if they 
would show some positive effort to 
restore the home or clean up the lot. 

The council agreed with a request 
from Mayor Ricky Haywood that an 
informal letter to these property 
owners would be the best first effort. 

This will be followed by a cer- 
tified letter signed by the Chief of 
Police requiring action be taken 
within a limited time.

The Elba Nursing Home received 
a bomb threat last week on Wednes- 
day evening (August 4).

Nursing home residents located 
on the west hall were immediately 
moved out of danger to another area 
of the facility and to the hospital. 

Police, fire and rescue personnel 
were immediately dispatched to 
standby until the complete facility, 
nursing home and hospital, could be 
checked and declared safe. Police of- 
ficers, assisted by staff members, 
performed the search, 

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
made it known that the person or 
persons responsible for the theaten- 
ing call should be aware that this is a 
very serious offense.

The $8.98 charge per household 
for garbage pick-up remained the 
same, but Waste Away made a 
couple of other concession. 

According to Stephens, neighbor- 
ing Covington County residents are 
being charged $10.50 for their gar- 
bage collection, Crenshaw County 
residents pay $11.00 in collection 
fees, 

Waste Away will contribute, to 
the county, 50¢ per household 
served, The money will be used to 
pay or subsidize the salary of an en- 
forcement officer for the county. 

It will be the responsibility of the 
county to hire the officer, His or her 
duties will be to enforce all regula- 
tions set forth by the county pertain- 
ing to solid waste collection and dis- 
posal, 

Commissioner Averett noted that 
if the 50¢ per household charge is 
not enough to pay the enforcement 
officer's salary, it will be the respon- 
sibility of the county to come up 
with the balance, 

Also, Waste Away agreed to de- 
lete the escalating clause dealing 
with the collection charge, The origi- 
nal contract called for the pick-up 
price to increase if a minimum num- 
ber of collection points (households) 
was not met, 

The county and Waste Away, in 
the contract, agreed to adopt all state 
and federal regulations in regards to 
garbage collection, 
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
